Some of the more rewarding 
aspects of the friendly, how- 
ever, was the return to form of 
Johnny Hutchinson and the con- 
tinued command of Dave Bul- 
lock, the hero against Walton. 


Apart from scoring two good 
goals and having one dis- 
allowed, Hutch*s all-round per- 
formance was a great improve- 


“ment on his last two outings. 


His distribution from midfield 
to the wings was especially 
noticeable. 

Bullock staked his claim for 
a regular place at centre back 


with another excellent game. 


Sticking like a leech to the visi- 
tors’ forwards, he completely 
blotted out the threat of Chris 
Procter, scorer of 29 goals in 
28 games for Feltham. 

Bill Graham struck the Wy- 
combe upright from .Feltham’s 
first corner but Wycombe were 
generally well on top with 
Chris Costin, guesting in the 
absence of Derek Gamblin, 
overlapping well from full back. 

Steve Burkitt missed from 
four yards with Peter Spittle 
beaten: and just before the in- 
terval, Hutchinson struck the 
post after a Pritchard flick-on. 
Four second half changes dis- 
rupted the Feltham teamwork 
in the second half and Wycombe 
predictably broke through with 


three goals.
